Conservative Leader Wants 
Report On Highways 
Probe Made Public 


Stressing the importance of get- 
ting back to “sound government” 
in Alberta and holding that Mr. 
Justice H. W. Lunney of the Al- 
berta Appeal Court had “erred” 
in submitting his report on the 
recent investigation into highway 
construction in Alberts to the at- 
torney-general's department, D. 
M. Duggan, M.L.A., Conservative 
leader in Alberta, speaking at the 
West Edmonton Conservative As- 
sociation annual meeting here on 
Tuesday night, urged Mr. Justice 
Lunney to send a duplicate report | 
to the Lieutenant-Governor-in- | 
Council so that its contents could 
be made available for public 
scrutiny. 


The report in question was sub- 
mitted to Premier Aberhart last 
week and has not yet been made 
public, ‘the premier announcing 
that he was “satisfied” with the re- 
port and that it showed no sign of 
“graft” in highway construction. He, 
also stated that the full report, 
which contains 257 typewritten 
pages, would not be released until 
the next session of the legisiature

IS KILLED BY 
HORSE’S KICK

PEACE RIVER, Oct, 20 Henry 
Stuffeo, 76, farmer of the Harmon 
Valley district, wag killed Tuesday 
afterrroon when presumably kicked 
by a horse. He was found in the 
barn with a halter rope clutehed in 
his hand, The side of his face was 
badly battered and his chest erush- 
ed in, 

Mr. Stuffeo was widely known 
throughout the Peace Kiver dis- 
trict and was one of the most pros- 
perous farmers in the territory. He 
came into the Peace country in 
1929. 

He was in every sense a pioneer 
of western Canada.

ROADMAKERS OF BOLSHEVISM 


It will come with no small surprise to the 
Christian church in all its varied branches to 
hear themselves described as “the roadmakers of 
Bolshevism,” but this was how they were tagged 
by Dr. Alfred Rosenberg on Thursday last when 
speaking to the National Socialist Party conven- 
tion at Nuremberg. Dr. Rosenberg struck out at 
both major divisions of the Christian church, 
quoting from utterances of cardinals and arch- 
bishops and from statements of leaders in the 
evangelical churches to clinch his points 

His chief difficulty seems to be that the 
churches “dared” to see similarity between 
National Socialism and Bolshevism. He charged 
the Dean of Canterbury with pro-Bolshevik 
Statements, and attacked the recent World Con- 
ference at Oxford, because it placed National 
Socialism and Bolshevism in much the same 
category. The Christian churches, he said, were 
all self-condemned and by their attitude to Na- 
tional Socialism had proved their incapacity “to 
pronounce a saving and redeeming word to 
mankind.” 

Dr. Rosenberg’s words are of importance as 
indicating the attitude of the Nazi government. 
He is the director of the cultural policy of the 
National Socialist Party. He is the creator of 
neo-peganism and the resurrection of the oki 
Germen gods. He is the gentleman who on Mon- 
day last was given the first National prize for 
his outstanding work. T is the prize which 
Was set up to take the place of the Nobel prizes, 
re no rein a ed to be received by 
in Germany.—Halifaxr Chronicle.

The disease known popularly as “Sleeping 
Sickness” is in many ways a very curious dis- 
order and its symptoms are certainly among 
the mast fantastic of any found in medical re- 
ports. 

In the acute form it may cause the patient to 
fall into a stupor from which he can not be 
aroused, regardless of how much others talk to 
him or shake him; and in the chronic form it 
may cause such changes to take place that the 
face seers to be set in a mask, and the patient 
loses the power to move automatically and must 
stop and think out each movement before he 
makes it. Sometimes in the chronic cases, the 
mind of the patient is so busy with all of the 
separate movements needed to get out of bed, 
put on his clothing, tie his shoes, eat, and so 9n, 
that he can not think of anything else. 

Sleeping sickness, or encephalitis lethargica, 
is a contagious disorder occasionally, seen in epi- 
demic form, generally appearing in the months 
of February and March, although it may appear 
at any time of year. Although the disorder is 
mildly contagious, it is not markedly so. On the 
one hand it may prove so serious that a fatal out- 
come is produced, but on the other hand it may 
produce such slight symptoms that the patient 
does not know he is baa 29 am attack of 
sleeping sickness. 


The term encephalitis means inflammation of 
the brain and in an acute attack of the disorder 
the brain undergoes a distinctive swelling and 
congestion. In the chronic form of the disease, 
the walls of the blood vessels of the brain may 
show such changes as thickening, degeneration, 
and a deposit of calcium. 

The progress of sleeping sickness is divided 
into three’ stages: the acute, post-acute and 
chronic. Some of the patients developing the 
symptoms of the chronic stage do not ever re- 
member passing through the acute stage. 

The signs of acute sleeping sickness are 
capable of such marked variation that it is diffi- 
cult to say which ones should be present, or 
which combination should develop. However, 
any of the following symptoms may appear: The 
patient may complain of headache or of a neu- 
ralgia-like pain in different parts of the body. 
Fever may be slight or high. 

The most remarkable symptom is the abnor- 
mal sleepiness which develops, which has re- 
ceived such publicity in newspaper accounts of 
the disease. The patient may drop into a deep 
sleep at the onset of the disease, remaining un- 
conscious until recovery occurs. Or, in some 
cases, he may be unable to sleep during the 
course of the disease. As another possible 
variation, he may be unable to sleep at night, 
sleeping only in the daytime. Or, the patient 
may rouse for short periods, to fall back asleep 
again.

A num- 
ber of tests have been worked out which may be 
given such patients to discover if encephalitis 
is the cause of their symptoms. The patient 
may be tested by having him clench his teeth 
and then smack his lips us fast as he can. If he 
is unable to keep up this movement for very 
long, this is considered a sign that he is develop- 
ing the parkinsonism which is often seen in the 
chronic stage of encephalitis, which stage will 
be discussed in my column tomorrow. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Maery N. writes: “My mother- 
in-law takes a glass of warm water first thing 
in the morning, adding to it the juice of one-half 
lemon. What is the benefit from this practice? 
What is the effect upon the body?” 

ANSWER—Many people find it advantageous 
to use the lemon juice es you have described; 
I suggest that the lemon juice be taken at least 
320 minutes before the morning meal to allow 
plenty of time for it to leave the stomach before 
breakfast is teken.. The lemon juice stimulates 
the secretion of the digestive juices and produces 
a better appetite. It is helpful for those with 
the type of acidosis built up by using too large 
@ quantity of the acid-forming foods, and also 
to those with sluggishness of the liver. It also 
supplies the body with vitamin C, and in add’ 
tion leaves the mouth feeling refreshingly clean. 

QUESTION—Theodore W. states: “I am often 
short of breath—but only at one particular time 
and that is after meals. Can breathe as easily 
and freely as anyone at other times. Have con- 
siderable gas on the stomach. Do you think this 
has anything to do with it?” 

ANSWER: In your case, the most probable 
cause is the accumulation of stomach gas which 
presses upward, restricing the movement of 
the diaphragm or breathing muscles. 

QUESTION.—T. L. asks: “How can I stop my 
eyes from getting a white flaky coating around 
the rims in the morning?” 

ANSWER-—You might try using a siandard 
eye wash. Avoid eyestrain and have the eyes 
examined to see if you require glasses.

SPECIAL NEED 

“There’ is a special need for the 
mayor, in his position as chief mag- | 
istrate, to keep himself aloof from | 
party and group antagonisms.

His duty is to play | 
the part of peace-maker, to smooth | 
out differences and induce all mem- 
bers of the council to work in har- 
mony together for the good of the! 
city. 

“We had an illustration of the 
blighting effect of being a group 
candidate the other day, when Mr. 
Alderman Fry announced himself 
as nominee of the Citizens’ League. | 
Asked about his platform, he stated | 
that he did not know what his!

LAMENTABLE STATE

“So too, in regard to the federal 
government. There are frequent 
negotiations over relief contribu- 
tions; there will be frequent con- 
ferences over funds for a better 
housing scheme. All of these can 
be better conducted in an atmos- 
phere of cold justice than in one 
of praise or hostility, 

go so far as to say,” said Mr 

Cowper in summing up his argu- 
ment, “that no man can be as good 
®@ mayor as he might be, if he starts 
out by selling his loyalty to any 
special section of the public in re- 
turn for promises of support.”
